COLUMBUS, O., April 24.—Gov. 
George White today granted an 
unconditional pardon to Frank 
Preston, arrested in St. Louis last 
week 13 years after escaping as a 
youth from the Ohio State Reform- 
atory at Mansfield. 

The Governor pardoned Preston 
in his office. The decision to grant 
the pardon came after he examined 
a report of W. J. Kennedy, assistant 
director of the Department of Pub- 
lic Welfare, who visited the _ re- 
formatory yesterday as his person- 
al representative. 

The action of the Governor was 
taken after the Ohio Board of 
Clemency refused to sanction a 
parole “as a matter of discipline.” 
Under Ohio law, the action of the 
board precluded a parole for sat 
least a year. but the Governor re- 
tained the prerogative of issuing 
a pardon. 

After the arrest of Preston be- 
came known, just as he was abvout 
to obtain a job as manager of a 
restaurant, hundreds of St. Louis- 
ans intervened in his behalf. Mau- 
rice Weil, St. Louis philanthropist, 
promised him employment should 
it upon returning 
wife and two children.

Local and international officers 
of the Street Car Men’s Union will 
advise the 3500 union employes of 
the Public Service Co. to reject 
the company’s plan for a monthly 
wage reduction up to 10 per cent, 
contingent on earnings, when the 
men gather at a mass meeting 
Monday to discuss the proposal. 

This announcement was made 
today by Robert Armstrong, inter- 
national union representative, and 
Harry M. Nelson, president of Lo- 
cal Union 788. 

At morning and night meetings 
Monday the men will receive a full 
report on the proposal, and an open 


discussion ‘will be conducted. The 
men will not take a vote, however, 
until after a conference between W. 
D. Mahon, international president 
of the carmen, and Stanley Clarke, 
president of the Public Service Co., 
which the union hopes to arrange 
next week. 

The plan to reduce the pay of 
all officers and employes of the 
company, numbering 4800, up to 10 
per cent monthly contingent on the 
company’s earning its interest re- 
quirements, “‘came overnight” to 
Clarke, the latter is reported by 
union officers to have stated. 

Stanley Clarke’s Inspiration. 

Nelson today toid the Post-Dis- 
patch of Clarke's “inspiration” in 
disclosing for the first time that 
Clarke went before the executive 
board of the international union at 
Detroit, Mich., April 2, to discuss | 
a co-operative agreement between) 
the company and the union, 
posed last September.

Five St. Louisans Tell of Being 
Stranded All Night‘iin | 
Mobile Bay. 


Five St. Louvisans who were 
stranded in Mobile Bay Tuesday 
night when a yacht owned by Tal- 
ton T. Francis, a broker, was blown 
close to shore and nearly capsized 
by a sudden squall, were back in 
St. Louis today. With Francis were 
Walter Adams, John T. Davis, 
James H. Grover and Charlies M. 


Polk. 

After spending the night on the 
grounded boat, the party got ashore 
in a dory after the storm had sub- 
sided. None was injured and the 
yacht, a 78-foot schooner with aux- 
iliary motors, was not. seriously 
damaged, according to Francis. 
“We had gone to Mobile, Ala., 
Monday for a 10-day fishing trip 
in the Gulf of Mexico,” Adams re- 
lated. “We'd anchored in Mobile 
Bay, less than a mile from shore, 
Tuesday evening, for some night 
fishing, when a stiff norther biew 
up suddenly. 

“We were all ordered up on deck 
about 10:30 p. m., when it was 
seen that the anchor wasn’t hold- 
ing and the motors weren't able to 
buck the wind and waves to get 
us out into the gulf, where we 
would have been safe. 

“The waves were running high 
and breaking over the deck, and it 
looked for a minute as though we 
might capsize. We were broadside 
to the waves, and the schooner was 
pitching and rolling, but fortunate- 
ly she swung around and ran in 
toward shore.” 

The boat went aground about a 
quarter of a mile from'‘shore, the 
men remaining aboard during the 
night until the storm subsided. 
“We sent some of the crew of 
six to shore in the dory to get aid,” 
Adams continued. “The beach was 
desolate-looking except for an old 
lighthouse, which had a radio sta- 
tion through which we sent word 
to St. Louis that we were safe. 
Then we all went ashore in the 
small boat and managed to get an 
automobile to drive us into Mobile, 
about 80 miles away.”

Sarre went to the bathroom and 
found an uncorked blue  0bottle 
containing tablets. . “This,” the 
medical examiner’s report ‘went on, 
“made Mr. Sarre suspicious that 
the deceased may have taken poi- 
son.” An antidote was adminis- 
tered and doctors callie@. By Tues- 
day morning, however, it became 
evident that Donahue could not 
live and the last rites of the Ro- 
man Catholic church were admin- 
istered. 

Donahue, a stock broker, mar- 
ried Jessie Woolworth, daughter of 
the founder of the 5-and-10-cent 
store chain, in 1912.

Night at Odeon. 


Ignace Jan Paderewski arrived 
in St. Louis today for a concert at 
the Odeon tomorrow night, the 
seventy-second of a series begun in 


New York last October. 

The 70-year-old pianist, whose 
career led him to supremacy in his 
art before he turned to politics and 
became first Premier of his native 
Poland, has born up well under the 
rigors of the tour which has taken 
him from coast to coast*and from 
Canada to the Gulf. Not one sched- 
uled» concert has been postponed 
and it remained for a toothache to 
interrupt his daily routine. 

That ailing molar caused him to 
leave his private car this morning 
at 11:30 o’clock instead of resting 
until his usual hour for arising, 2 
or 3 o’clock in the afternoon. He 
sought treatment by a dentist who 
cared for his teeth on a previous 
visit to St.- Louis. 

As he left the car, bundled in 
an oxford gray overcoat, a muffler 
wrapped around his throat and a 
brown felt hat perched on top ofa 
long mane of white hair, he posed 
readily for a photographer, but 
declined to be interviewed. 

“I have refused in New York, in 
Boston and in Chicago,” he ex- 
plained. “It would not be right to 


talk now.” 
Still Walks Spryly. 
The photographer’s demands 


satisfied, Paderewski shook hands 
vigorously and stepped spryly 
across the rails and ties to a wait- 
ing limousine. Advancing years 
show in his whitened hair, but its 
original tawny color remains in his 
mustache and a little goatee. 

Tonight the master of the piano 
probably will slip out incognito to 
take in a movie, his favorite form 
of relaxation, particularly if he can 
find an amusing comedy] He quit 
attending symphony concerts fol- 
lowing an experience in Los An- 
geles on this tour, when he was 
recognized as he entered the audi- 
torium and became a center of in- 
terest. 


‘cert, 


-Paderewski has no intention, ac- 
cording to his manager, Lawrence 
J. Fitzgerald, of making this tour, 
his seventeenth, a farewell ap- 
pearance. “He will be back in 
1932,” Fitzgerald sald, “but, of 
course, will not visit the same cities 
as on this trip.. Paderewski .. has 
said that he will never make a 
farewell tour, that he will go on 
as long as he can stand it and then 
he will just stop.” ~ 

There is no indication, Fitsger- 
ald said, that Paderewski's concert 
days are nearly over. After a con- 
which usually lasts until 
nearly midnight, he eats a hearty 
meal and remains up for severul 
hours, playing cards or otherwise 
amusing himself. Arising in the 
afternoon he is thoroughly __re- 
freshed and usually practices for 
several hours on a piano installed 
in the private car in which he lives 
while on tour. 

Heditant About Radio. 

Fitzgerald is connected with the 
National Broadcasting Co., but no 
one yet has been able to sign 
Paderewski for a radio concert in 
America. He played one in Lon- 
don several years ago and re- 
marked afterward that he was un- 
easy before the microphone. In 
deference to his opinion of radio 
music there is but one receiving 
fet on the private car and that is 
equipped not with a loud speaker, 
but with ear phones. 

Paderewski arrived at Union Sta- 
tion at 7 a. m.and his car will 
remain there until after the con- 
cert tomorrow night, when he and 
his party will go to Bloomington, 
Iil., for a recital Monday night. 
Last night he played at the State 
Teachers’ College at Warrensburg, 
Mo. 

The tour will end in New York 
May 22, and that night the pianist 
will sail for Europe. He is to par- 
ticipate June 28 in the unveiling 
of a statue of Woodrow Wilson by 
Gutzon Borglum, which Paderew- 
ski has presented to the City of 
Poznan in Poland.

in a message presented by Secre- 
tary Lamont at the opening meet- 


ing of the Committee on Negro 
Housing at the President's home- 
building and home-owning confer- 
ence. 

The committee, composed of Ne- 
gro leaders from all sections of the 
country, held its first meeting at 
the Commerce Department. The 
President urged the committee 
members to make Negro housing 
their primary work. 

The President's message follows: 
“Prompted by a fine spirit of pub- 
lic service you have assembled here 
today to consider what program 
may be devised to improve condi- 
tions of housing for our colored 
citizens. 

“This committee is one of many 
special committees, each of which | 
is charged with some important 
phase of the broad problem of 
home building and home owner. | 
ship. Since the health and welfare 
ef all citizens and particularly of 
children, ‘are vitally affected by 
conditions of housing and home| 
life, your committee has unselfish. 
ly undertaken to give careful con- 
sideration to urgent questions 
which affect directly the welfare 
of more than 16,000,000 persons. 

“Thoughtful Consideration.” 

“Your studies will lead you into | 
the consideration of problems of | 
the design, construction and fi- | 
nancing of houses, of conditions of | 
ownership and tenancy, of remod- | 
eling, equipping and furnishing of | 
homes in city and country. 

“Thoughtful consideration is. 
needed in order to determine what | 
can be accomplished by the Ne- | 
xroes themselves in improvement | 
of the conditions of housing and | 
home life and of what can be done | 
by public authorities or other | 
agencies to aid them in bringing | 
housing conditions to higher | 
standards of sanitation, conven- | 
lence and whelesomenens. 

“Wherever conditions are found | 
to be below a reasonable standard 
the problem is one of determining 
what next steps can best be taken 
in improving the conditions and 
how information and service can

First: Concerted action by Ger- 
many, France, Italy, Czecho-Slo- 
vakia, Austria and possibly Switzer- 
land, regarding disposal of the agri- 
cultural surplus of states in South- 
eastern Europe. 

Second: A European agreement 
on industrial production and dis- 
tribution. The first steps to this 
i end could be taken by the states 
; named with the addition of Bel- 

gium, Holland and Great Britain, 
but the agreement would also have 
to include nations which are not 
members of the League of Nations, 
especially Russia. The agreement 
would first be employed in select- 

ed main branches of industry. 
Third: An international agree- 
‘ ment on certain principles of social 
.* legislation and shortening of the 

working day. 

Fourth: A progressive process 
of stabilization of industrial prices 
and gradual reduction of customs 
duties. 

Fifth: The League of Nations to 
act as final authority on any such 
agreement. 

Dr. Benes said such work as that 
Outlined would be a difficult and 
protracted business. He asserted, 
however, that it was the only way 
to prevent a general struggle and 
would mean a great step towards a 
united Europe.

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Soviet to Create Unemployment 
~ In Order to Shift Workers to 
Jobs Where They Are Needed 


Purpose of Piece-Work System Is to Force 
Industrial Managers to Get Rid of 
Surplus Labor. 


By the Associated Press. 
“MOSCOW, April 24.—Strange as 


it may seem in this day of econom- 
ic depression throughout the world, 


the Soviet Government is shy 
about 2,000,000 workers and _ the 
Government problem is to create a 
situation of “unemployment.” 

The step is necessary, it is stated, 
to enable the Government to ob- 
tdin a sufficient amount of labor to 
staff its growing industry. 

Unempleyment insurance was 
discontinued some time ago when 
calls for workers far. exceeded the 
supply, but the problem remains 
one of the most serious the Soviet 
régime has encountered. 

Many Doubling on Jobs. 

There are millions of Russian 
workers, but it has been found that 
niany of these are doubling up on 
jabs. The Government has real- 
ized there is a surplus of labor if 
it’ is properly handled, conse- 
ayvently a movement is under way 
to create “unemployment.” 


The recent inauguration of a 
new system of paying by piece 
work, called ‘“‘khozraschiot,”  ‘be- 
sides changing the governmental 
policy regarding industry, is also 
intended, by means of economic 
accounting and other reforms, to 
release thousands of workers from 
jobs which they are now filling 
badly. Therefore, in a few months, 
there is expected to appear in Rus- 
sia a certain degree of “unemploy- 
ment” from which Russia hopes to 


Government realize that many in- 
dustries are greatly overstaffed, 
but heretofore the trades unions 
have prevented any regulation of 
excessive payrolls. 

By means of the new “khozras- 
chiot,” the Government seems to 
have found a way to clip the claws 
of unions without actually de- 
nouncing them as subversive of 
intensive industrialism. 


Under the “khozraschiot” fac- 
tories and ‘plants are put on their 
own responsibility, and it is hoped 
the consequent necessity for cut- 
ting production costs, if profits are 
to be realized, will result in a dis- 
continuance of overstaffing. If 
profits are not shown the Govern- 
ment will see to it that managers 
and superintendents are relieved. 


All this is looked upon by the 
Russian workers with disfavor. 


Piece Work on Farms. 


The recent unprecendented reso- 
lution of the All-Union Congress of 
Soviets to introduce piece work on 
the collective farms, where more 
than 11,000,000 families are in- 
stalled, was the first move _ to 
mobilize surplus labor. While fig- 
ures are thus far unavailable, it is 
estimated a number of collective 
farmers can be eliminated and led 
into industry through the piece- 
work system, by which workers 
are paid only according to their 
skill and effort. 

With more than 560 per cent:of 
all peasants collectivized, and oth- 
ers rapidly falling into line, the 
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Consequently, it discontinued the 
communistic division ‘of farm 
profits, which attracted many 
whose notion was to let the other 
fellow do the work, and now each 

collective farmer has a time. card 
and is paid wages accordingly.

In her first attempt, two 
weeks later, to recapture the hon- 
ors, Miss Smith dropped 25,000 
feet to land in a rough field and 
turn over without injury. In her 
second attempt she discended after 
her altimeter had indicated she 
had climbed 32,000 feet.

GLAD BALCHEN GETS 
CREDIT, BYRD SAYS 


Admiral Here for Four Minutes 
En Route to Chicago on 
‘“‘Lecture-a-Day” Tour. 


Rear Admiral Richard E. Byrd 
spent a/ hurried four minutes at 
Union Station between trains today 
on the way from Little Rock to 
Chicago, where he is to speak at 
Hotel Sherman under auspices of 
the Izaak Walton League. 

The famous explorer looked fit, 
slightly tanned and possibly a few 
pounds heavier than when he was 
welcomed here last summer on his 
return from Little America, despite 
the fact that, as he feelingly re- 
marked, he is making “a lecture a 
day.”” He wore a dark suit and 
light topcoat. He has .had another 
airplane expedition to polar regions 
in mind since he returned from the 
last, and recently confirmed that 
he would begin preparations for it 
as soon as scientific studies begun 
at Little America were completed. 

A delay caused by a minor de- 
railment in the yards left him no 
time to glance over the published 
account in yesterday’s Post-Dis- 
patch that Anthony H. G. Fokker, 
airplane designer and manufactur. 
er, in his autobiography, was giv- 
ing Bernt Balchen a lion’s share of 
credit for Admiral Bryd’s trans- 
Atlantic flight. 

It was 8:57 a. m. when the Mis- 
sourl Pacific train, due at 8:20, 
backed in beside the Chicago & 
Alton train on which the Admiral 
had been due to leave at 8:55. 
The six and one-half hour Chicago 
train was held six minutes over- 
time, but with a record of having 
made up an hour on a recent run, 
was expected to reach Chicago on 
time. 

‘Balchen’s a Good Man.” 

“Since I haven't seen the article, 
I can’s fairly comment,” Byrd said. 
He returned to the platform as his 
train began to move, listened at- 
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tentively while. a reporter put the 
gist and something of the tone of 
Fokker’s reported account in a sen- 
tence, and gravely smiled. . 
“I’m glad to have arfyone give 
Balchen credit,” he said.. “Bal- 


jchen’s a good man.” 


The train was gathering speed. 
Byrd shook hands, swung on the 
steps and waved good-by, carrying 
a clipping of the article from yes- 
terday’s Post-Dispatch. It related 
that Fokker described Byrd—-whom 
Russell Owen and others have de- 
scribed as meeting many emergen- 
cies with prompt and courageous 
action—as “confused and entitely 
lost” while Balchen resolutely pi- 
loted the trans-Atlantic airplane 
“America” through a stormy night 
to a comparatively safe landing off 
the French coast. 

Balchen Found “No Mistakes.” 

Balchen, according to te New 
York Evening Post, found “no mis- 
takes” in Fokker’s narrative, and 
wondered “where Tony got all his 
information.” But his quoted 
comments indicated he regarded 
his initiative at the controls as the 
function of an able lieutenant, who

“didn’t have to be told,” rather 
than a reflection on his command-! 
er. 

“Admiral Byrd was in charge of 
the flight,” was Balchen’s quoted 
comment. “When I was at the 
controls I knew what to do and 
did it. He didn’t have to tell me 
anything. .When it came to landing 
in the. water, that was the best 
place to land and the time had 
come when we had to do it. Byrd 
didn’t have to tell me. So I set 
the ship down.” 

Both Byrd and Balchen, along 
with Col. Charles A. Lindbergh, 
were awarded gold plaques of the 
International League of Aviators 
last February at Paris.

St. Louisan Shouts ‘‘Lie” 
to Charge He Is Dis- 
gruntled by Failure to Get 
State Job for Relative .

JEFFERSON CITY, April 24.— 
Representatives Jones H. Parker 
of St. Louls and James T. Blair | 
Jr. of Cole County, Wemocratic 
majority floor leader, engaged in 
a heated tilt on the floor of the 
House yesterday over a charge by 
Blair that’ Parker was hostile 
toward the State Commission for 
the Blind because the commission 
once declined to appoint a rela- 
tive of Parker as executive secre- 
tary. 

Parker advanced up an aisle to 


House members stepped between 
the two men and escorted Parker 
back to his seat. 

The controversy arose when the 
House was considering a Senate 
amendment to a House appropria- 
tion bill, which added $10,000 to 
the appropriations for the commis- 
sion and removed a provision 
which had been inserted by the 
House, limiting the annual salary 
of the commission's executive sec- 
retary to $3000. Several House 
members contended definite limi- 
tations should be placed in the 
bill. 

Parker said he was not opposed 
to State’ work for the blind, but 
declared there had been trouble in 
previous sessions with the commis- 
sion appropriations. He objected 
to the form in which the appro- 
priation had been returned by the 
Senate. 
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Blair defended the commission | 
and its work, and said there has | 
been gome misleading statements | 


made about it. He charged Parker 
was fighting the commission be- 
cause he had failed to obtain the 
executive secretary appointment 
for a relative. 

Parker shouted, “Anyone who 
makes such a charge is a liar.” 
Blair replied, “It is true and the 
gentieman from St. Louis knows 
it is true.” Blair stood at his desk 
Waiting as Parker walked up the 
aisle. When order was restored 
the Howse recessed. 

A resolution proposing creation 
of a special House committee to 
make recommendations to the 1933 
Legislature on legislation provid- 


and maintaining streets in cities 
and towns, which are used as 
routes for State highways through 
those cities and towns, was intro- 
duced today by Representative 
George W. Williams of St. Louis. 
The resolution was referred to the 
House Committee on Roads and 
Highways.

Early in the session Williams in- 
troduced a bill in the House which 
would require the State to pay a 
proportion of the cost of city 
streets used and marked as routes 
for State highways. The bill was 
opposed by rural members and was 
killed in the Committee on Roads 
and Highways.

How Dangers Are Concealed. 

“I have said that the dangers in 
regard to fixed investment trusts 
are concealed and that 
true. 
haps with deliberate intent but be- 
cause it is impossible for anybody 
except an expert accountant who 
also has legal 
lvze the numerous and complicated 
documents used to create’ these 
trusts. I cannot. in the brief time 
at my disposal, tell you all of the 
points which our studies have 
brought to light, but I can show 
you how the additional amount 
which the public pays for this type 
of trust is hidden and I can also 
point out some of the misleading 
methods which have, at times, been 
used to induce the public to buy 
these trust certificates. 

“We are all familiar with the 
advertisement which states that the 
cost of the certificates is deter- 
mined by adding to the cost of the 
underlying property a certain per- 
centage to cover the cost of distri- 
bution, profit to the underwriters, 
etc. This percentage, which is com- 
monly called the “loading,” is 
viewed by the public as the amount 
which it pays for the diversifica- 
tion which these trusts permit, but 
it dots not realize that in most 
cases the percentage is computed 
on the offering price and not on 
the cost of the underlying prop- 
erty. Five per cent of the offering 
price is more than five and one- 
quarter per cent of the cost. 

“This error is a cumulative one 
and grows with the amount of the 
charge. Ten per cent of the offer-

BACK TO THE LAND. 

For the first time in a quarter of a century the 
farm population of the United States gained in 1930. 
The Bureau of Farm Economics estimates that there 
were 27,430,000 persons actually living on farms Jan. 
1, 1931, as against 27,222,000 Jan. 1, 1930. There was 
still a net gain to cities and towns, since 1,543,000 
persons left the farm to 1,392,000 going back to it, but 
an excess of births over deaths contributed to a new 
situation in which, for the first time in years, the 
loss in farm population was under 1,000,000. 

In England, after innumerable artificial theories as 
to unemployment havé been exploded, the Labor Gov- 
ernment has been forced to the conclusion that only 
the land can ultimately sustain the people whose la- 
bor can no longer be absorbed by manufacturing. The 
movement away from the land at the height of the 
industrial era was as severe in England as anywhere 
else. The tide has turned there, as it is turning 
everywhere. 

The Post-Dispatch has said time and again that in 
its judgmen* the depopulation of the land is a mis- 
take. How great a mistake it is has been graphically 
illustrated by the widespread economic depression. 
The industrial nations have been put to their wits’ 
; ends to support the unemployed, whereas the agri- | 
apg ge emee cultural nations have had neither bread lines nor 
doles. The land is the natural home of man, his 
sustenance and support. Let crop prices be what 
they will, the people who live on the land can take | 
care of themselves.

ORLD public opinion on the five-year 
W oie has consisted until recently (‘a 

gieam of light seems now to be pene- 
trating) of two fundamental assertions that 
are absolutely contradictory: the first that 
the five-year pian is utopian and that the 
Soviet State finds itself on the verge of 
economic failure; the second that Soviet 
export involves a “dumping” that threatens 
to upset the pillars of the capitalist order. 
Each of these two assertions has its advan- 
tage as a weapon with which to belabor 
the Soviet State, but together they have 
the great disadvantage that they are radi- 
cally opposed to each other. 

To upset capitalist economy by goods of- 
ferred cheap presupposes an unprecedented 
development of productive forces. If the 
five-year plan has suffered a check and 
Soviet ecOnomy finds itself irreparably dis- 
integrating, on what economic battlefield 
can it marshal its ranks to open a “dump- 
ing’ offensive against the most powerful 
Capitalist states in the world?

There is one scene in which the 
military and political big wigs of 
the two nations struggle quite 
clearly to the pojnt of exhaustion 
and disgust with the American 
comrr.1nder-in-chief for the prin- 
ciple of “amalgamation.”

umph of impersonality, you get 
the man thrillingly enough and not 
without a glow of pride in him.

Yet it is generally 
agreed that these supplies are 
limited and it is only a question 
of time when a real shortage 
will come. 

No doubt the public is secur- 
ing commodities at prices below 
cost. But things are so ordered 
in this world that it is not to 
the final advantage of the pub- 
lic to buy large supplies below 
cost. The reaction is sure to be 
bad. Some action for conserva- 
tion without unlawful restraint 
of trade is needed for the pres- 
ent and future public welfare.

When cold re- 
move from the pan and _ spread 
with a thick layer of marshmal- 
low filling.

Cut across in slices and gar- 
nish with whipped cream. 

Marshmallow Filling. 

Whip one-half cup cream, then 
fold in 12 soft marshmallows cut 
in small pieces, two tablespoons 
powdered sugar and one teaspoon 
vanilla. Spread on the cake with 
a spoon. 

Nut Muffins. 

Sift one and one-half cups flour 
with three teaspoons baking pow- 
der, one-half teaspoon salt and one 
tablespoon sugar. Beat one egg 
until light, and mix with three- 
fourths cup milk and two table- 
spoons melted butter. Stir this 
into the dry mixture and then acd 
one-third cup chopped pccan meats 
or any nutmeets preferred. Pour 
into greased muffin pans and bake 
in hot oven—400 degrees—for 20 
to 25 minutes Makes nine muf- 
fins. 

Glorified Rice Pudding. 

Wash one-fourth cup rice in cold 
water, stir into two cups scalded 
milk and add one-fourth cup sugar, 
a thin strip of lemon peel, one-half 
teaspoon salt and one tablespoon 
butter. Cook in a double boiler for 
one hour or until the rice is very 
tender. Soak one tablespoon gela- 
tine in one-fourth cup cold water 
for five minutes and stir into the 
cooked rice. Cool until beginning 
to thicken and then stir in one- 
half cup canned crushed pineapple 
and one-half cup cream whipped 
stiff. Fold over and over until 
blended, then pour into sherbet 
cups or individual serving dishes 
and chill. Garnish with pineapple 
or candied cherries. 

Fruit Cocktail. 

Make spring fruit cocktail by 
combining equal parts of diced 
fresh pineapple, or rhubarb and 
strawberries. Sweeten as desired 
and serve very cold.

Soak gelatin in cold water, then 
place over boiling water until dis- 
solved. Cool. Add ginger ale 
slowly, stirring until (blended.

Two tablespoons butter, two tea- 
spoons Worcestershire sauce, one- 
half teaspoon salt, one teaspoon 
paprika, one-half teaspoon mus- 
tard, two eggs, one-half pound 
cheese, cut fine, and one-half cup 
ginger ale. Melt butter, add sea- 
sonings and cheese.

SHORTENING USED TO MAKE 
THE FOOD MORE TENDER 


That Is Why Fat Is Incorporated 
Into Bread Dough and 
Pastries. 

The term “shortening” indicates 
the purpose of fat in cake and 
breadmaking. The fat is used to 
make the food shorter or more 
tender. 

There is a secondary purpose of 
shortening in cake making, and 
this is the introduction of air into 


make the cake light. It is impor- 
tant, therefore, that the sugar and 
fat should be mixed to a light airy 
mass. 

To this creamed mixture may be 
added the eggs, usually the yolks 
slightly beaten, leaving the whites 
to be stirred in at the last mo- 
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the sugar and fat mixtures to help, 
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ment. if the cake is to be white, 
the liquid is added in place of the 
yolks. Whenever milk or water 
is added to a creamed sugar and 
fat mixture, care should be taken 
not to break tbe light airy struc- 
ture which stirring has built up, 
but to add alternately a little of 
the liquid, then some of’ the flour 
(which should be thoroughly sifted 
with the salt and baking powder) 
until "both are used up. When the 
beaten whites are ad 
should be stirred ard: folded in 
gently but completely, in order to 


increase the lightness of the batter 


rather than to break it down. 
‘For breads which contain less 
sugar than cakes, and a smaller 
proportion of fat, the shortening is 
usually combined with the flour as 
in pastry making, or it is added in 
a melted state to the batter just 
before putting into the oven.

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DRESS UP THE MEAL 
WITH FRITTERS 


Tempting Whether Served 
as the Meat Course or Used 
for_ Dessert. 


Fritters are not hard to make— 
the main thing is to have the fat 
in which they are cooked at the 
right temperature. 

Fritters may be made of fruit, 
vegetables, meat, fish—in fact of 
almost everything, and they are a 
grand way of using up bits of left- 
overs. The batter of all kinds may 
be the same, but when fruit is 
used most people like the addition 
of a little sugar to the batter. 

Fruit fritters may be served as 
an accompaniment to meat or as 
a dessert; vegetable fritters, with 
meat or to make the main course 
for luncheon or supper. 

Some day when the home cook 
wants to make a plain meal seem 


fruit fritters for dessert, or bread 
fritters with a fruit sauce. The 
result is surprising, especially if 
such a dish is a new one for the 
family board. 
Fritter Batter. 
Beat two egg yolks until light 
and add one-fourth cup cold water. 
Stir in next one cup flour sifted 
with one-fourth teaspoon salt; beat 
to a smooth batter and add one 
tablespoon cooking oil or melted 
butter. Beat the whites~of two 
eggs until stiff and add. The bat- 
ter should be just stiff enough to 
coat the fruit or vegetables used; 
if necessary add a little more cold 
water or fruit juice or vegetable 
stock, according to the material 
used. 
Frying Fritters. 
Put solid cooking fat or vege- 
table oil into a deep saucepan to 
fill it half full. Heat gradually 
until it is hot enough to brown a 
small cube of bread in one minute, 
or if you use a cooking thermom- 


grees. Drop the fritters from a 
spoon into the hot fat and cook 
until a golden brown. Remove 
from the fat with a skimmer or a 
slit spoon, so that the grease will 
drain off, and place on soft paper 
—paper toweling or shelf paper 
are both fine for absorbing grease 
—and let drain for a few minutes. 
Place the paper on a pan that can 
be put in the oven to keep the 
fritters hot. Serve hot, and as 
soon as possible so that they will 
be crisp. Cool the fat, strain and 
put aside for using again. 

Fritters With Canned Fruit. 
Use the batter recipe just given, 
adding one tablespoon lemon juice 
and one-half teaspoon grated lemon 
rind. Drain the fruit, using apri- 
cots, sliced pineapple, pears or ap- 
ples—and dip each piece in the 
batter. Fry according to directions, 
drain and sprinkle with powdered 
sugar. If served for dessert use a 
sauce made from the fruit juice, 
thickened with a little cornstarch 


Cauliflower Fritters. 
Use the batter recipe just given. 
Have a head of cauliflower cooked 
and cold. Separate into flowerets 
and dip each in the batter. Fry as 
directed, drain and serve with

Bread Fritters. 

Cut fresh. bread into third-inch 
slices, remove the crusts and put 
two slices together with a layer of 
jam. Cut in oblong shapes, remov- 
ing the crusts, and then dip in the 
batter until well coated. Fry as di- 
rected and serve with fruit sauce. 
aay Banana Fritters. 

Peel bananas, cut in half cross- 
wise and dip in lemon juice. Then 
dip in the batter and fry as di- 
rected. Serve with lemon, orange 
or cherry sauce, 

Corn Fritters. 

These may be made a little dif- 
ferently from the recipe just given. 
Use the canned whole grain corn, 


or in season fresh cooked corn cut 


from the cob. Put one and one- 
half cups corn in a bowl, add two 
beaten eggs, one-half teaspoon salt, 
one-fourth teaspoon pepper (scant) 
and two tablespoons milk, Sift one- 
half cup flour with one teaspoon 
baking powder and stir into the 
mixture. Drop from a spoon into

Rice being a bland food, the 
custom prevails to use it in combt- 
nation with foods which are high- 
ly seasoned, as, for instance, this 
Turkish dish called Pilaf. 

To make it, take two thin slices 
salt pork, three-fourths cup un- 
cooked rice, three cups hot water, 
two medium-sized onions cut in 
small pieces, two cups tomato pulp 
and juice, one-half cup celery, 
chopped fine, four tablespoons 
parsley, minced fine, paprika, salt 
and pepper to suit taste. 


Fry the salt pork until slightly 


browned. Add the rice which has 
been washed and drained, and stir 
with the salt pork until the rice 
is a golden brown. Add the. hot 
water gradually, cover and cook. 
Slightly brown the onion in a small 
quantity of fat, and add with the 
celery to the rice mixture when the 
rice is becoming tender. Cook 10 
minutes longer. Add the remain- 
ing ingredients, place in a greased 


baking dish and bake 30 minutes 


in a moderate oven.

Pineapple and rhubarb marma- 
lade is made by mixing one cup 
chopped, fresh rhubarb with one 
cup chopped pineapple, and three 
and one-half cups sugar. Press the 
fruit down closely in measuring. 
Heat slowly to the boiling point, 
botl hard for two minutes, stir in 
one-half cup pectin and boil one 
minute. Remove at once from the 
fire and pour into hot glasses. 

Orange Marmalade. 

Orange marmalade that can be 
made without a great deal of fuss 
and slicing is rather a novelty and 
a decidedly welcome one for most 
ofus. For seven or eight medium- 
sized glasses use four large oranges 
and six small ones, one lemon, two 
quarts of water and about five 
pounds of sugar. Cut the fruit in 
half and remove seeds and pulp. 
The latter may be scooped out with 
a spoon. Discard the seeds, put the 
skins through the meat chopper, 
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add the water and boil gently f 

45 minutes or until the skins are 
tender, Add the pulp and measure 
the mixture. Allow one cup sugar 
for each cupful of orange, mixture. 
Stir until boiling and boil about 20 
minutes. Another test is to boil 
until the mixture drips thickly 
from the spoon. Pour into clean 
hot glasses and seal with melted 


paraffin. 
Three-Fruit Marmalade. 
Three-fruit marmalade, using

Suggestions That Will Help

A few days ago an interesting ar- 
ticle—one of several recent ones— 
appeared on training children in 
g00d food habits. One good bit of 
advice was that the question 


“wouldn't you like” this or that 
should never be brought up, but 


that the food, well cooked; appe- 
tizingly seasoned and attractively 
served, should be placed before the 
child on the assumption that it was 
going to be eaten. Now that same 


advice should be tucked under the 
headpiece of all brides, and oth- 
ers, who are called on to feed 
man, woman or child. The nut of 
the statement lies’ in the sugges- 
tion that the food will be well 
cooked, palatable and nourishing. 

There are many ways of varying 
the appearance of vegetables by 
altering the style of serving them, 
by slicing, mashing, dicing, etc., by 
& variety of sauces and by combi- 
nation with other vegetables. The 
way is endless for one who really 
is interested and for all those who 
have the welfare of a family at 
heart. | 

One more word about food hab- 
its. A nutrition expert recently in 
a New York restaurant that is noted 
for its good food (and in this case 
that means simple food perfectly 
cooked) noticed that at all the ta- 
bles hear her there were members 
of the masculine sex and that four 
out of the five were at that mo- 
ment eating stewed prunes as their 
choice breakfast fruit—passing by 
@ good variety of other fruits. That 
is something to think about, for 
good-sized prunes, carefully cooked 
and very slightly sweetened, are 
really delicious. It is indifferent 
cooking that has made them un- 
popular, and that makes them so 
often refused at home. 

Carrots and Greens. 
Try this method for serving car- 


much will be left for another meal. 
Cut enough young tender carrots in 
small dice to make one  cupful. 
Cook for 10 minutes in one cup 
boiling water to which you have 
added one-quarter teaspoon sugar 
and one-haif teaspoon salt. When 
done they will have absorbed most 
of the water. Mash the carrots 
: and season with two teaspoons but- 
ter and a very little pepper. Fill 
two small greased cups half full 
of the carrots, then fill up with 
finely chopped cooked spinach, 
dandelion greens or beet tops. 
Press down lightly, then place the 
molds in a pan of hot water and 
bake in a moderate oven for 19% 
minutes. Turn out and serve with 
cream sauce Or egg sauce. 

This is an excellent way of us- 
ing up leftover spinach or carrots, 
and the combination is as attrac- 
tive to look at as it is appetizing. 
Use the water left on the carrots 
in making the sauce. 

New Peas and Mint. 
Boil new peas with a sprig of 


| fresh mint and a few grains of 
|sugar and note the difference in | 


‘flavor. Cover the peas with boil- 
ing water, but just cover them, add 
‘one-half teaspoon sugar to each 
cup of shelled peas, one-half tea- 
spoon salt and a good sized sprig 
of mint. Cover the pan and boil 
for 25 minutes, or until tender. 
Uncover the last five minutes and 
add one teaspoon butter and a 
few grains of pepper. When done 
most of the water should have 
ben absorbed; serve what remains 
as @ sauce, removing the mint be- 
fore serving. 

Boil one cupful of peas as above. 
chill, mix with one-quarter cup 
diced celery, one thinly sliced scal- 
lion and three tablespoons French 
dressing. Serve as a salad and in- 
stead of a hot green vegetable 
some night, just for a change. 

Beets and Beet Greens. 

Buy bunches of beets, very 
small beets, and young beet greens, 
cook the greens for 15 minutes in 


and one teaspoon lemon juice, then 
arrange in a mound and surround 
with tiny whole boiled beets that 
have also been seasoned with salt, 
pepper, butter and lemon juice. 
One pound of beet greens and half 
a dozen small beets will make two 
servings. 
Vegetable Salad. 

Shredded raw tender carrots 
mixed with diced celery, sliced 
radishes and sliced scallions make 
a delicious raw vegetable salad. 
Use French dressing. to moisten 
the mixture, then serve with a 
little mayonnaise.

Jackson found that inulin was $2 
per cent levulose, a sugar many 
times sweeter than ordinary cane or 
table sugar, 3 per cent glucose, like 
corn sugar, and the remaining 5 
per cent the new-triplets of the 
sugar family.

Yesterday Bloe- 
baum and Clark, who had insisted 
the bank holdup was their first 
crime, confessed four recent hold- 
ups in St. Charfes. 

On Jan. 31 they held up two 
youths on the Lindenwood College 
campus; Feb. 12 they held up 
Dr. H. C. Ritter in his automobile;

Den.- 
tists engaged in general practice, 
Dr. Kelsey said, are related® closer 
to the specialists than ever before. 

The nature of the demonstrative 
clinics, case reports, and discus- 
sions, Dr. Kelsey said, demonstrated 
intensive research work along 
many lines, while the percentage 
of young orthodontists participat- 
ing in the sessions indicated their 
desires to acguaint themselves with 
the latest developments in their 
profession, rather than devoting 
their entire time to building up 
practices. 

The society, which was founded 
in St. Louis in-1901 and. met here 
again in 1919, will convene at 
Toronto next year. About 300 mem- 
bers attended the session, which 
opened Tuesday and closed today, 
with final case reports and the ifh- 
staliation of officers.
